To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In accordance with the requirements of law, the 
commissioners of Cheshire county respectfully submit the 
following report, together with the reports of the other 
county officers. 

The almshouse and house of correction at Westmoreland 
are still under the supervision of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. 
Whitman, with their able assistants, and we are still of 
the opinion that under their supervision the interests of 
the county are well looked after, and the unfortunate poor 
well cared for. 

The expense of maintaining the inmates has been some 
less than last year. 

Among the extra expenses are the laundry machinery 
and a new steam pump, at a cost of over a thousand 
dollars. 

OUTSIDE POOR. 

The expense is some less than last year; also the aid 

to dependent soldiers is less. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The jail. and house of correction are still under the 
careful supervision of Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Tuttle. The 
prisoners have been well treated, and the buildings both 
inside and outside have been kept neat and orderly. For 
the expense see the report. 


COURT HOUSE. 


The court house roof was found on examination to be 
badly decayed, and the chimneys to be in bad condition, | 
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which required our immediate attention. The repairs and 
painting have been done at a cost of about four hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

In closing we wish to express our thanks to the super- 
intendent and matron of the farm and their assistants, the 
jailer and wife; also the overseers of the poor in the dif- 
ferent towns, and all others who have shown an interest 
in the poor.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens 
of Cheshire County: 


GENTLEMEN.—One of the things which I am sure we 
have reason to be thankful for, is that the county commis- 
sioners, after testing the old pump that was used to pump 
water from the brook to the tanks in the attics of the 
buildings,— under the old system of water supply, this 
pump was well adapted for the use to which it was put,— 
but on being put to the test of pumping water to the new 
reservoir, a height of 166%4 feet from the brook, from which 
we get our supply, 15% feet being the suction through a 
4-inch pipe, and 151 feet the discharge through 14 feet of 
83-inch, 155 feet 4-inch, 2,720 feet 6-inch and 500 feet 8-inch 
pipe, it was found that the pump would not do the work; 
so last spring they purchased a No. 7 Blake pump with a 
10-inch steam cylinder, 6-inch water cylinder, and a 12-inch 
stroke, which will throw 120 gallons per minute under 45 
Ibs. steam pressure, and as the season has been, and is at 
the present time, one of unusual scarcity of water, the 
pump has done valuable service, as we have had to depend 
almost wholly on the pump for water in all departments, 
with the exception of the cottage. 

In looking over my report it will be seen that for the 
past two years the number admitted to the almshouse has 
been constantly decreasing, which will make the estimated 
cost per week somewhat larger than it would be were 
there 100 inmates here instead of 81 as at the present 
time; it will be noticed that during the year 1898 there 
was 16 more here than for the year 1899, 34 more ad- 
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mitted for the same time, and 17 more discharged; now 
it is quite evident that the times are improving for the 
people of Cheshire county, providing that there has been 
no additional expense for the support in whole or part for 
the outside poor, which I hope may not prove to be the 
case. The death rate has been larger the past year than 
any previous year of my services here, 17 having died, 11 
more than for the year 1898, the increase being largely 
due to the prevailing epidemic of la grippe, which visited 
us last winter and took off a number of old people; the 
average age being 60 years, the youngest 3 years, and the 
oldest 98 years. Dr. James A. Craig has been kept un- 
usually busy the past year, and he will furnish you with 
a table giving the names and cause of death of all having 
died here the past year, which, I think, will be of interest 
to many. Mr. and Mrs. N. N. Darling have served as at- 
tendants in the insane departments; Mr. E. F. Nims on 
the farm; Miss Margaret Kilburn (now Mrs. E. F. Nims), 
has her old position at the almshouse, and Miss Viola 
Dutton is now employed at the cottage; and I believe all 
are entitled to much credit for their faithful discharge of 
duty. Rev. H. E. Rouillard now holds the office of chap- 
lain, and his visits have seemed to be much enjoyed by all. 
We have received the usual visits from the county com- 
missioners, and have also received many good suggestions 
from them for the good of the inmates and all interests 
pertaining to the institution, for which we extend our 
thanks. I must not neglect here—as in years past—to 
express thanks for assistance, which we have received in 
the way of books, papers, flowers, etc., which have come 
to us here the past year in even greater quantities than 
ever before; some having been regularly gathering and 
sending in considerable quantities at a time, and may all 
feel a consciousness of a good deed well done.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Commissioners for Cheshire County: 


GENTLEMEN.—I herewith submit my report as physician 
for Cheshire county almshouse, for the year ending Janu- 
ary 1st, 1900. 

It affords me pleasure to report the institution in gen- 
eral, as regards ventilation, sanitation and cleanliness, in 
a very satisfactory condition. 

The dietary list, I am confident, is larger at this insti- 
tution than at many others, owing to the resourceful 
garden, and the superintendent’s ability to successfully 
produce abundant crops. 


INSANE DEPARTMENT. 


The comfort which the county is extending to this class 
of unfortunates is a worthy chapter in her history. At no 
time has this careful solicitude been more manifest than at 
the present time. It is a gratification to me to be able to 
commend to the public the excellence of its management, 
the convenience, cleanliness, and the careful supervision 
that is given the patients. The inmates of this department 
comprise two general classes. The first, consists of recent 
cases, with many of the characteristics which belong to 
sick persons in general hospitals. The patient needs medi- 
cal treatment or supervision, good nursing and such re- 
strictions as can be furnished only in a hospital for the 
insane. The second class are those with fixed delusions of 
gradual development, and but a few without some bodily 
ill-health. They are not likely to recover, under any treat- 
ment, but require custodial care. 
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A large per cent. of the patients at the almshouse are 
of the second class, who have received treatment at the 
New Hampshire Asylum, at Concord, and have been pro- 
nounced incurable. They come to us largely mental and 
physical wrecks. Long continued, perverted mental activity 
has produced organic disease of the brain, with its attend- 
ant results, physical deterioration and slender vitality. 

The classification of the insane is no longer a theory, 
not only as regards the results attained by enhancing the 
chances for recovery by better supervision, but from a 
human point of view. The new building gives a needed 
opportunity to carry into effect this reform. The first 
ward is occupied by those who are convalescent, quiet and 
of cleanly habits. The second by those who have a pro- 
pensity to become noisy and at times violent. The third 
ward is occupied by those who are decidedly filthy and 
destructive. 

The management believe an insane person to be a sick 
patient. The inmate may be a victim of simple melan- 
cholia, whose personality is kindness, obediefice and for- 
bearance towards attendants, and who requires associa- 
tions similar to the type represented. It would be decidedly 
cruel and productive of mental misery to confine such a 
patient in the same ward with noisy and _ boisterous 
patients who would daily subject them to violence and 
vulgar language. 

No restraint is used unless it is for the benefit of the 
patient, and very few drugs for purely hypnotic purposes, 
unless occasionally where the mental distress is very acute 
and intense, for unless contra-indicated by feebleness and 
agitation, light employment gives better results than drugs.

MAIN BUILDING. 


This department contains those who show peculiarities 
and mental weakness, with the addition of those who 
from adversity and other causes seek the institution as a 
home. 

A large part of the inmates of this department com- 
prise aged men and women suffering from chronic diseases 
incidental to indiscretion, poverty and old age. Many of 
them are victims of organic brain disease, and their daily 
tendency is to gradual mental failure and enfeeblement, 
and whose coéfficient of vital resistance to acute disease is 
very feeble. 
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During January, la grippe invaded the household and 
about fifty were sick. Only one death occurred primarily 
from the disease, but the depressing effects intensified the 
chronic diseases from which many were suffering, and 
increased our death rate very much. 

Seventeen deaths and two births have occurred.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


I have the honor to herewith submit my report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1899. 

There is no civil suit in which the county is interested 
now pending. 

At the April term, 1899, Patrick Cronin was indicted 
for horse stealing, convicted and sentenced to a term of 
six years in state prison. 

Arthur R. Stebbins was sentenced to eight months in 
the house of correction at the jail for aggravated assault. 

Frederick W. Hill for larceny was sentenced to a term 
of one year and one day in state prison. 

At the October term, 1899, Louis Castor was indicted 
for murder. He plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree, which plea was accepted by the state and he was 
sentenced to state prison for life. 

David D. Davis had been arraigned before a justice 
charged with the killing of Ernest Maddox, but the grand 
jury at this term did not indict. 

Charles F. Loyds, indicted for larceny, was convicted 
and sentenced to one year in the house of correction at the 
jail and to pay a fine of twenty dollars. 

Bradford W. Whipple was sentenced to a term of two 
years in state prison for burglary, with the order that a 
mittimus was not to issue except on call of the solicitor. 

Michael Welch plead guilty to a charge of lascivious 
conduct and was sentenced to six month’ in jail, to paya 
fine of one hundred dollars and ordered to furnish sureties 
for good behavior for two years. 
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Henry M. Hall was charged with burglary under four 
indictments. He was sentenced to a term of three years in 
state prison. 

Frank Gordon was indicted for robbery, but the case 
was continued to the April term. 

Oscar Dillon was sentenced to three years in the indus- 
trial school, but the mittimus was not to issue except on 


’ call of the solicitor. 


William Auger, George Dupaw, Robert Bowman and 
Fred C. Coburn were each sentenced to one year in state 
prison for arson, but the mittimus was not to issue except 
on call of the solicitor. ‘ 

John Duffy, Michael Johnson, Troy Curley and John 
Smith were indicted for forgery, but their whereabouts 
being unknown the cases were continued. 

I have prosecuted numerous cases for minor offences 
before the supreme court and the police court of Keene. 

No money belonging to the county has passed through 
my hands.

CHESHIRE COUNTY DELEGATION. 


FrIpay, Feb. 3, 1899. 

The Cheshire county delegation made their official visi- 
tation of jail and county farm buildings on Friday, Feb. 3. 

The jail was inspected by part of the delegation, and 
the need of making more of a separation between male 
and female prisoners thoroughly examined. 

In view of the fact that this could be effected oe the 
expenditure of a sum not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00), 
it was left to the discretion of the commissioners to effect 
such alterations when deemed in their judgment necessary. 
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The members of the delegation were then conveyed to 
the county farm by teams and on the cars, and the build- 
ings and county property thoroughly examined. 

At 11.45 a. m., the meeting was called to order by 
Willard J. Bill, Jr., chairman. 

The county commissioners presented their recommenda- 
tions for the ensuing two years, and suggested the follow- 
ing appropriations for 1899:
